ner provided  herein,  this  act  may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as 
the  WILLIAMSBURG  WATER  AND  SEWER  REORGANIZATION  ACT  OF  1990. 

SECTION  2.  SEWER  WORKS  SYSTEM:  Shall  mean  the  existing 
sewer  works  system  in  the  possession  of  and  under  the  juris- 
diction, ownership,  control  and  regulation  of  the  Town  and 
its  Sewer  Commission,  and  all  facilities,  betterments,  exten- 
sion, improvements,  enlargements  thereto  hereafter  con- 
structed or  acquired. 

WATER  WORKS  SYSTEM;  Shall  mean  the  existing 
water  supply  and  distribution  system  in  the  possession  of  and 
under  the  jurisdiction,  ownership,  control,  and  regulation  of 
the  Town  and  its  Water  Commission,  and  all  facilities,  Pet- 
terments,  extension,  improvements,  and  enlargements  thereto 
hereafter  constructed  or  acquired. 

SECTION  3.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the 
powers  of  the  Commission  shall  Pe  exercised  Py  a  board  con- 
sisting of  five  members  who  shall  be  the  incumPent  Water  Com- 
missioners and  Sewer  Commissioners  until  the  next  annual 
election  and  until  their  successors  as  provided  herein,  are 
duly  qualified  to  serve.  Such  persons  shall  be  elected  Py 
ballot  at  the  annual  town  election  next  after  acceptance  of 
this  act,  with  two  Commissioners  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  two  Commissioners  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years,     and  one  Commissioner  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of 


one  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  initial  terms,  each  of 
the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  thereafter  elected  for  three 
year  terms. 

SECTION  4.  All  existing  acts  pertaining  to  the  Water  De- 
partment including  Chapter  Three  Hundred  and  Forty-nine  (349) 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one  (1901)  shall  remain 
in  effect.  The  Commission  shall  operate  on  the  same  fiscal 
year  as  the  Town  of  WILLIAMSBURG  and  be  subject  to  what  sums 
of  money  the  Town  may  vote,  for  such  purposes  as  the  Town  may 
vote,  at  either  an  annual  or  special  town  meeting,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  to  pay  in- 
terest and  principle  on  maturing  debts;  for  charges.  ex- 
penses, outlays;  for  a  Water  Stabilization  Fund  and  a  Sewer 
Stabilization  Fund  for  future  improvements  and  the  Stabiliza- 
tion Funds  be  allowed  to  retain  interest. 

SECTION  5.  The  Commission  shall  assume  all  the  rights, 
duties  and  obligations  of  the  Town  of  WILLIAMSBURG  Sewer  Com- 
mission and  the  Town  of  WILLIAMSBURG  Water  Commission.  It 
shall  assume  the  care,  custody,  and  control  of  all  property, 
personal  or  real,  which  as  of  that  date  resides  in  the  care, 
custody,  and  control  of  the  aforesaid  Sewer  and  Water  Commis- 
sions. The  Water/Sewer  Commission  shall  be  allowed  to  set, 
commit  and  abate  rates  and  charges  for  water  and  sewer.  At 
any  town  meeting,  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  may  cause  to 
be  established  stabilization  funds  for  future  improvements  to 
each  system  to  an  amount  to  meet  future  need  of  either  system 
under  Sections  7  and  8  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, invest  and  reinvest  said  stabilization  funds  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  Chapter  368  of  the  acts  of 
1989.  The  accounting  officer  of  the  Town  shall  establish  a 
Water  Surplus  Revenue  Fund  and  a  Sewer  Surplus  Revenue  Fund 
for  future  operation  and  improvements  to  the  water  and  sewer 
systems.  Said  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  Section  Twenty-one  C  of  Chapter 
Fifty-nine  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  6.       The  Commission  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
powers  which  presently  exist  and  reside  in  the  WILLIAMSBURG 
Sewer     and    Water  commissions  under  the  General  Laws     of  the 
Commonwealth. 

SECTION  7.  Upon  the  effective  date  of  this  act.  except 
as  otherside  provided  herein,  any  provisions  of  any  special 
laws  and  parts  of  special  laws,  and  all  bylaws  and  parts  of 
bylaws  pertaining  to  the  sewer  and  water  works  system,  which 
are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
inoperative  and  cease  to  be  effective. 

SECTION  8.     This  act,   being  necessary  for   the  welfare  and 
living  conditions  of  the  Town  and  its  inhabitants.     shall  be 
liberally  construed  to  effect  the  purposes  hereof.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  reorganized  following  the  May  Town  Meeting  with 
Jeffrey  S.   Ciuffreda  as  Chairman  and  Donald  D.   Williston  as  Clerk. 

In  September,   the  Board  accepted  with  deep  regret,   the  resignation  of 
Joan  C.  Baldwin,   noting  her  long  service  to  the  Town  as  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee,   Secretary  to  the  Police  Department  as  well  as  her  tenure 
on  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  November,   the  Board  welcomed  new  member,   Kathryn  Warner. 

During  the  year,   the  Board  concerned  itself  with  applying  for  a  grant 
for  the  Nash  Hill  Place,  which  if  issued,  will  allow  the  facility  to 
remain  as  planned  for  a  fifty  year  period  instead  of  a  twenty  year  period. 

The  Board  made  a  concerted  effort  to  re-organize  the  Hilltown  Resource 
Management  Cooperative,  placing  Williamsburg  as  the  lead  community  of 
the  project.     The  cost  savings  of  consolidation,   together  with  the  cost 
savings  realized,   represented  by  the  Cooperative  have  allowed  the  Board 
of  Health  to  gain  control  of  refuse  removal. 

The  Board  joined  the  Town  of  Goshen  in  a  Police  Department  Mutual  Aid 
Agreement,   recognizing  that  professional  law  enforcement  required  that 
local,  part-time  departments  need  the  flexibility        of  saving  municipal 
lives  under  appropriate  authority.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WATER/SEWER  COMMISSION 


The  Board  of  Water/Sewer  Commissioners  meet  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  July,  August  and  September  and  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesday  of  each  additional  month.  The  meetings  are 
at  the  Town  Office  building. 

The  Commissioners  worked  with  Town  Counsel  to  settle  a  law 
suit  requesting  damages  as  a  result  of  our  trespassing  on  an 
abuttors  property.  This  was  a  result  of  an  error  on  a  map 
used  by  the  Water  Department  to  determine  it's  boundaries. 
The  suit  was  settled  with  no  damages  being  paid.  As  a  result 
of  learning  about  that  error  in  our  map,  the  Board  hired  Mr. 
James  Smith,  a  registered  civil  engineer,  to  identify  and  map 
our  boundaries  and  record  the  drawings  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds.  To  date,  approximately  one  third  of  the  watershed  pe- 
rimeter has  been  recorded. 

An  eight  inch  water  main  was  laid  on  Mountain  Street  to  Lau- 
rel Road  to  replace  the  existing  four  inch  main  and  1  1/2 
inch  pipe.  The  four  inch  water  main  on  Nash  Hill  Road  was 
replaced  with  eight  inch  pipe  for  a  distance  of  450  feet. 
This  was  done  at  the  expense  of  the  developers  building  a 
housing  project  in  the  area. 

The  Board  continues  to  pursue  the  expansion  of  our  well  ca- 
pacity and  the  installation  of  a  covered  storage  facility  to 
comply  with  the  E.P.A.  Save  Drinking  Water  Act.  The  initial 
estimate  is  approximately  one  million  dollars.  It  seems  ap- 
parent that  the  water  rate  will  increase  150  percent  to  pay 
for  this. 

The  E.P.A. ,  through  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protec- 
tion, continue  to  impose  additional  testing  for  contaminants. 
The  list  of  contaminants  grows  by  twenty-five  each  year. 
Soon  the  cost  of  testing  will  become  a  major  part  of  our  bud- 
get. The  requirements  for  testing  are  the  same  throughout 
the  United  States  with  no  consideration  for  regional  factors. 
At  a  recent  meeting  the  Commissioners  learned  that  the  crite- 
ria to  test  for  a  contaminant  is  that  a  person  has  a  one  in  a 
million  probability  of  contracting  a  serious  illness  by 
drinking  two  liters  of  water  per  day  for  seventy  years.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SUPERINTENDENT 


Eighteen  snow  storms  totaling  63  inches  of  snow  and  four 
ice  storms  occured  in  1990.  5800  tons  of  sand  mixed  with  170 
tons  of  salt  were  applied  to  the  roads.     It  takes  about  five 
hours    with  the  department  and  six  privately  owned    plows  to 
clear  and  sand  all  the  roads  after  an  average  stora. 

The    Highway  Department  budget  does  not  fund  overtime  mon- 
ies.     These  funds  are  realized  by  working  on  projects  funded 
by    State  reimbursements  and  for  the  water  and  sewer  depart- 
ments.    The  substantial  decrease  (apparent  elimination)  of 
gas  tax  reimbursements  from  the  State  necessitates  that  we 
undertake  substantial  water  and  sewer  improvement  projects. 
Nearly  1000  feet  of  8  inch  water  main  was  layed  on  Mountain 
Street  to  replace  the  existing  4  inch  pipe  and  approximately 
400  feet  of  sewer  main  was  extended  on  Petticoat  Hill  Road. 

Walpole    Road  received  new  drainage  facilities  and    an  im- 
proved road  surface.    A  catch  basin  was  installed  on  South 
Main  Street  to  alleviate  a  water  problem. 

1000  feet  of  the  road  surface  on  Mountain  Street  was  re- 
cycled and  sealed  and  with  the  previous  sewer  extension,  sur- 
face drainage  improvements  and  replacement  of  the  water  main, 
is  ready  for  a  bituminous  surface. 

The  edges  of  O'Neil  Road  were  shapted,  graded  and  seeded. 
A  great  deal  of  drainage  is  required  to  alleviate  an  erosion 
problem  on  much  of  the  roads  length. 

A  drainage  project  on  Old  goshen  road  was  completed  to  cor- 
rect a  persistent  erosion  problem.  Several  additional  areas 
on  that  road  need  drainage  improvements. 

In  conjunction  with  the  "Nash  Hill  Place"  housing  develop- 
ment, a  road  and  water  main  improvement  project  is  necessary 
on  Nash  Hill.  The  developer  has  provided  the  funds  to  re- 
place the  water  main,  remove  some  of  the  crown  of  the  hill  to 
improve  sight  distance,  and  construct  surface  drainage  and  a 
sidewalk  on  that  400  foot  section  of  Nash  Hill  Road. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  granted  permission  to  add  a  boiler 
room  to  the  highway  garage  and  upgrade  the  heating  system. 
The  Highway  Department  employees  have  done  this  work. 

A  review  of  highway  funds  from  local  taxes  and  State  funds 
over  the  past  several  years  shows  no  substantial  increase  in 
money  spent  to  improve  our  roads.  From  a  Pavement  Management 
survey  and  past  experience,  it  appears  that  our  present  fund- 
ing is  at  least  $  75,000.  per  year  deficient  to  have  our 
roads  in  good  condition  at  the  end  of  a  twenty  year  period. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Highway  Department 
employees,  Linwood  Clark  and  John  Kolosewicz;  the  Selectmen, 
the  area  snow  plow  and  equipment  operators,  and  all  of  whose 
cooperation    and  understanding  make  the    Highway  Superinten- 
dent's job  enjoyable.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF 


The  Williamsburg  Fire  Department  responded  to  forty-three 
calls  during  1990.  Nine  were  appliance  malfunctions,  seven 
grass  and  woodland  fires,  five  vehicle  accidents,  five  chim- 
ney fires,  four  calls  for  alarm  sounding,  four  structure 
fires,  two  vehicle  fires,  one  hazardous  material  incident 
(motor  oil  spill)  and  six  miscellaneous  calls. 

Town  Meeting  provided  money  to  purchase  protective  clothing. 
Twenty-five  pairs  of  bunker  pants  and  twelve  turnout  coats 
were  purchased  for  approximately  $  10,000. 

The  telephone  company,  through  the  State  legislature,  is  mak- 
ing Enhanced  911  available  to  all  communities.  The  initial 
equipment  is  free  of  cost  if  the  Town  approves  of  the  concept 
at  a  Town  Meeting  and  applies  for  the  equipment  before  Decem- 
ber 1991.  The  participation  in  a  Public  Safety  Answering 
Point  to  encumpus  dispatching  for  all  emergency  services  will 
be  expensive  compared  with  our  present  dispatching  costs. 

The  majority  of  the  time  spent  by  the  firefighters  is  given 
to  the  Town  in  time  spent  at  practice.  Members  attend  de- 
partment drills,  combined  drills  with  other  towns,  programs 
organized  by  the  Hampshire  County  Fire  Defense  Association 
and  training  presented  by  the  Massachusetts  Firef ighting 
Academy . 

I  wish  to  thank  the  officers  and  firefighters  for  their 
dedication  in  maintaining  their  level  of  training  and  excel- 
lence in  handling  emergency  situations.  Their  willingness  to 
serve  and  perform  difficult  and  sometimes  dangerous  tasks 
gives  the  Town  a  high  level  of  fire  protection  at  a  modest 
cost.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WILLIAMSBURG  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Williamsburg  Police  Department  was  reorganized  at  the 
beginning  of  1990  with  a  part  time  Chief  of  Police,  four  part 
time  Police  Officers  and  a  part  time  secretary. 

Since  my  appointment  as  Chief  of  Police,  I  have  worked  closely 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  Officers  of  the  Town  govern- 
ment, in  order  to  establish  a  smooth  transition  in  our  Police  De- 
partment management.    This  has  been  accomplished  and  the  Department 
is  one  that  we,  as  citizens  of  Williamsburg,  can  be  proud  of. 

As  Police  Chief,  I  initiated  an  informal  departmental  monthly 
meeting  to  coordinate,  plan  and  discuss  activities  for  a  continued 
progressive  operation  of  the  Department. 

During  this  year,  your  Police  Department  investigated  132 
complaints,  ranging  in  severity  from  domestic  disputes  to  loose 
dogs;  from  lost  children  to  lost  keys. 

In  order  to  regulate  the  movement  of  vehicular  traffic  on 
the  street  and  highways  in  our  Town  and  to  stay  within  the  Depart- 
ment budgets,  I  effected  a  monthly  patrol  schedule  to  meet  these 
needs.    There  were  1217  Uniform  Traffic  Citations  Issued,  941  for 
civil  speeding,  11  for  O.U.I,  and  265  for  other  offenses.  46 
motor  vehicle  accidents  were  also  investigated. 

Arrests  made  by  the  Department  numbered  38,  involving  34  males, 
3  females  and  1  juvenile.  There  were  7  persons  placed  in  Protective 
Custody. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Police  Officers,  Town  Officials  and  Board 
Members  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Williamsburg  for  their 
support  and  assistance.    With  your  continued  support,  we  will 
maintain  an  efficient  and  effective  Police  Department.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEEKINS  LIBRARY  1990 


During  1990  the  heekins  Library  circulated  25,795  books,  au- 
dios,  periodicals  and  videos.    This  is  up  from  22,883  items 
last  year. 

THE  BUILDING 

The  building  fund  was  started  in  1989  to  replace  the  Li- 
brary's original  copper  roof.  In  1990  the  fund  reached  over 
45,000.  The  trustees  hired  East  Coast  Construction  Services 
to  replace  the  roof,  which  included  repairs  to  the  roof 
structure  and  repairs  to  the  chimney.  During  the  summer  of 
1990  the  96  year  old  roof  was  replaced  with  new  cooper  tiles. 

Funds  from  the  state  Library  Incentive  Grant  and  Mu- 
nicipal Equalization  Grant  were  used  to  update  the  library's 
electrical  service  and  to  remove  asbestos  from  the  cellar. 

The  Heekins  Library  also  received  over  $9,000.  in  energy 
grants  through  the  Center  for  Ecological  Technology.  Because 
of  the  energy  grant  the  library  has  storm  windows  and  an  in- 
sulated attic  for  the  first  time.  The  grant  also  helped  pay 
for  a  new  furnace.  Last  year  the  trustees  had  the  under- 
ground oil  tank  removed. 

Building  projects  slated  for  next  year  include  making 
the  library  handicap  accessible  and  moving  the  circulation 
desk  to  make  the  book  stacks  more  accessible  to  our  patrons. 

LIBRARY  ACTIVITIES 

Activities  last  year  included  our  annual  summer  reading 
program.  Ann  Bussler,  Lisa  Bertoldi,  Nancy  Hahoney,  Meg 
Kelly  and  George  Fleck  donated  their  time  and  expertise  to 
lead  Saturday  science  and  art  activities. 

A  slide  presentation  by  Dr.  David  Kummer  about  the  de- 
forestation of  the  Philippine  rainforest,  a  poetry  reading  by 
Steve  Rozwenc  and  a  Spanish  class  given  by  Gloria  Black  were 
some  of  the  evening  activities  held  at  the  Library.  Lida 
Hoser  undertook  a  photographic  essay  of  a  year  at  the  li- 
brary. Rochelle  Wildfong,  the  children's  librarian,  held  a 
weekly  story /film  time  for  preschoolers. 

During  1990  the  Heekins  participated  in  a  library  plan- 
ning process  supported  by  the  Western  Massachusetts  Regional 
Library  System.  The  Friends  of  the  Heekins  Library  Inc.  held 
their  annual  Columbus  Day  book  sale  and  donated  the  proceeds 
towards  the  purchase  of  a  photocopier  for  the  library.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


During  the  past  year,   the  Planning  Board  gave  final  approval 
to  Nash  Hill  Housing  for  the  elderly  and  a  three  lot  sub-division 
known  as  Nash  Hill  Place.     After  holding  a  public  hearing,  approval 
was  also  given  to  a  two  lot  subdivision  on  Cole  Road.     Nine  (9) 
building  lots  located  on  town  roads  and  complying  with  town  zoning 
requirements  were  approved. 

The  committee  composed  of  members  of  all  Town  Boards  and  others 
appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  to  help  the  Planning  Board  write 
new  bylaws  worked  arduously  on  two  driveway  by-laws.     A  public  hearing 
was  held,  and  the  bylaws  were  presented  at  Town  Meeting  where  they 
failed  to  gain  approval.     They  are  being  revised  and  will  be  presented 
again  soon. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Planning  Board  authorized  carpentry  to  make 
our  new  meeting  room  more  suitable  to  our  needs,  and  we  also  compiled 
handbooks  for  Planning  Board  members. 

This  past  year  also  saw  completion  of  the  long-range  planning  project 
titled   'Face  of  Williamsburg'.     Funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  and  developed  by  the  Williamsburg 
Growth  Management  Committee  with  the  assistance  of  the  Pioneer  Valley 
Planning  Commission,  this  project  has  produced  a  Site  Plan  Approval 
Bylaw  and  an  Open  Space  Neighborhood  Bylaw.     These  bylaws  will  be  presented 
to  the  voters  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  the  near  future.     Copies  of  the 
'Face  of  Williamsburg'  are  available  at  the  Town  Office  and  both  libraries. 

The  Planning  Board  regretfully  accepted  resignations  from  Lincoln  Fish, 
Paul  Dunphy  and  Eric  Weber.

REPORT  OF  1990  TO  OUR  TOWNS 


The  School  Comni ttee'9  Curriculum  sub-committee  has  spent  the  past 
12  months  carefully  assessing  the  total  curriculum.    The  goal  Is  to  be 
prepared  to  continue  offering  the  highest  possible  quality  education  for 
our  students,  in  these  times  of  fiscal  constraint. 

Our  five  towns  are  working  with  one  another  and  the  regional  3chool 
to  develop  a  municipal  advisory  group,  designed  to  assist  each  member 
municipality  better  achieve  its  needs. 

Youth  2000  activities  have  been  strongly  supported  by  the  School 
Committee.    With  leadership  from  the  Guidance  Department,  emphasis  this 
past  year  has  been  on  building  self-esteem  among  the  students  and  the 
faculty  at  Hampshire  Regional  High  School.    The  Parent  Teacher  Student 
Association  has  offered  several  opportunities  to  students,  Including  an 
after  school  drama  program  and  school  dances.    Students  must  pay  to 
participate  In  the  drama  program,  but  some  financial  help  Is  available 
from  the  PTSA. 

With  deep  regret  the  School  Committee  accepted  Mr.  Joseph  Zalot's 
resignation  as  Principal.    He  has  been  the  High  School's  only  Principal, 
and  as  the  building  leader  Is  responsible  for  maintaining  the  high 
quality  of  education  available  to  our  students  even  through  these 
financially  difficult  times.    Thank  you,  Mr.  Zalot. 

A  Principal's  Search  Committee  consisting  of  ten  members  was 
formed:    two  students,  two  parents,  two  teachers,  two  school  committee 
members,  one  department  head,  and  one  administrator.    This  group  had 
done  its  job  well,  and  In  January,  1991  the  School  Committee  chose 
Carolyn  MacManus  to  be  our  new  Principal. 

Our  five  towns  have  accepted  the  one  person/one  vote  amendment  to 
the  regional  school  contract  and  we  are  now  In  compliance  with  that 
federal  law. 

Hampshire  Regional  High  School  expenditures  per  pupil  are  the 
lowest  7-12  regional  school  per  pupil  expenditures  in  the  state.  Our 
present  1990-1991  budget,  is  $108,217  less  than  our  1989-1990  budget. 
While  the  expenditure  of  money  in  no  way  assures  quality  education,  the 
reduction  of  staff  consequent  to  reducing  budgets  does  seriously  impact 
the  quality  of  education  available  to  our  students.    The  school 
committee  Is  seriously  concerned  for  the  welfare  of  the  students  from 
our  five  towns.
